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MINERALS FORM HUMAN FOOD 


Fact Which In All Prcbahlllty Will 
Give Some Surprise t* the 
Ordinary individual. 


You might be surprised for a mo­ 
ment if you were told that mankind 
lives entirely upon stonee, metals and 
other minerals. 
But it is true. 
Our food is of two kind*—animal 
and vegetable, and the first is really 
the essence, so to speak, of the second, 
for all our food animals make their 
flesh by eating grass and other plants. 
Plants, then, form the food supply of 
all other living things. 
But how do plants get their food? 
They live entirely on minerals ob­ 
tained from the soil, and on chemicals 
distilled from the air. Our bodies need 
these chemicals and minerals, but we 
cannot use them directly; the only two 
that we can use in their crude form 
are water and salt. 
All the others 
must be worked up into different 
forms, and this is done by plants. 
Their roots bore down Into the soli, 
breaking up small stones and extract­ 
ing from them the minerals that are 
needed for their—and our—existence. 
These they transform into substances 
that animals can eat. 


The state departm ent of labor has 
subm itted to the farm bloc a plan 
to assist in brining about a better 
distribution of laborers, especially 
' during cotton chopping and picking 
j time, and grain harvest periods. This 
| departm ent proposes to act as a clear­ 
ing house for such distribution and 
it desires to get in im mediate touch 
with some active person in every 
farm ing district.

that com m unity will need to chop or 
pick cotton or harvest the grain crop. 
I am requesting th at especially the 
farm organizations of my district 
com m unicate with Joseph S. Myers, 
commissioner of labor, at Austin, and 
learn from him fu rth er details of the 
proposed plan, and give his d ep art­ 
ment full co-operation to the end th a t 
when the farm ers of my district need 
laborers sam e will be furnished them . 
This official would like to have se­ 
lected a reliable and active person in 
as many farm ing com m unities as 
possible with whom he can carry into 
effect the plans he has in mind. 
The farm bloc of the thirty-eighth 
legislature has carefully investigated 
this m atter, and heartily endorses t£e 
plan.

PEAT HAS LOW VALUE 
: 
AS SOIL FERTILIZER 


| Not to Be Compared With Stable 
Manure or Minerals. 


Many Investigations of Subject Have 
Been 
Made by 
Department of 
Agriculture—Shows a Decid­ 
ed Lack of Uniformity. 


(Prepared by th* U nited States D epartm ent 
of A griculture.) 
Peat, In recent years widely adver­ 
tised as a fertilizer is not to be com­ 
pared with stable manure or with min­ 
eral fertilizers jas a ineanis of in­ 
creasing crop production. 
T his Is the 
essence of a statement that has just 
been made by the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture as a result 
of mony Investigations on the subject 
Special processes, such as the “bac­ 
terization” of peat, occasionally are 
alleged to give It unusual fertilizing 
powers but tests have not substan­ 
tiated these claims. 
An English In­ 
vestigator a few years ago reported 
good results with the use of ‘ bacter­ 
ized” peat, but experience in this coun 
try has not supported his theory. 
No 
laboratory process for the “bacteriza­ 
tion” of peat 
has 
been 
discovered 
which materially Improves it for fer­ 
tilizer. 
The peat or “hum us” th at has been 
m arketed In this country as a fertilizer 
or plant stim ulant has shown a de­ 
cided lack of uniformity, but this Is to 
be expected when it Is known that 
peat deposits are tile slow accum ula­ 
tion of layers of plant m aterial of dif­ 
ferent kinds. 
The rather high per­ 
centage of nitrogen occasionally found 
In peat and muck is due not to the 
presence of available nitrogen, but the 
accum ulation of nitrogenous m aterial 
th at is not available for the use of 
plants, the more soluble substances 
l aving been lost. 
Some kinds of peat are very useful 
for stable litter and for composting. 
While peat is too bulky and too poor 
in available plant food to serve as a 
substitute for manure or mineral fer­ 
tilizers, certain kinds of peat appear 
to be suitable in the growing of spe­ 
cialized crops or as potting soil In 
greenhouse*. 
In the manufacture of 
mixed fertilizers the use of peat as a 
•on-litinner, as well as a filler, appears 
o have been satisfactory to the mlx- 
•r. Several varieties of peat and muck 
nil are farmed, frequently showing 
high productivity for many kinds of 
truck crops or as grass land. 
Many 
peat deposits, however, are agricul­ 
turally unsatisfactory and some peats 
contain substances distinctly Injurious 
to plants.

NEW STATE ADDED TO UNION

Interesting Fact, Unknown to Many, 
Was Brought Out by Recent Re* 
clamation Report. 


It has been found possible to add a 
•tate to the Union without increasing 
the number of commonwealths. 
The 
answer to this enigmatical statement is 
ound In the annual report of the rec­ 
lamation service, declares the Pitts­ 
burgh Gazette-Times. 
In the twenty 
years of its existence it has made 
1,075,000 acres to blossom and produce, 
where up to the time the service wa* 
inaugurated the land grew only sage 
brush and was Inhabited only by the 
jack rabbits, the coyote, the prairie 
dog and the rattlesnake. 
Where there 
was desert now there are nearly 32,(XX) 
farms. 
The crops produced last year 
on reclaimed areas were of value of 
nearly $100,(XX),OOO. 
From an agricul­ 
tural standpoint a state, measured by 
productiveness, has been added equal 
to that of West Virginia or the com­ 
bined values of the crops of Vermont 
and Connecticut. 
It is gigniflcaut, too, 
that the value of the crops grown on 
irrigated land averaged $48.2o an acre, 
g a in st $14.52 an acre for the ten lead­ 
ing crops on non-irrigated land in the 
United States. 
This but recounts the 
achievements of the reclamation serv­ 
ice and does not include projects un­ 
der private enterprise. 
While it is true that the enterprises 
which have been carried out were the 
most feasible, probably, by no mean# 
have the possible projects for reclama­ 
tion through irrigation been exhausted.

Sprouted Oats Are an Excellent Win­ 
ter Green Feed. 


from each hen, a good profit will be 
made, aud if Hie product is increased 
by only one egg a week in winter this 
one egg will pay for all the feed the 
hen eats, say poultrymen of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. To 
get this greater production use young 
hens of a good laying breed and feed 
the right sort of ration. 
In the spring the production of eggs 
on the farm is easy. 
Chickens are 
usually on free range where they get 
all the green and animal feed they 
need to make a balanced ration. They 
also get plenty of exercise and fresh 
air. 
In order to produce eggs In the 
winter time, the feeder must provide 
substitutes 
for 
spring 
conditions. 
Green cut bone, meat scraps, animal 
meal, fish meal or tankage furnish 
good substitutes for the insects and 
worms. 
Cabbages, turnips, beets, po­ 
tatoes and carrots furnish excellent 
• green feed at little cost. 
Sprouted 
oats are also good, hut rt*quire more 
care in preparation. 
Grit is essential to the health of 
fowls and also to economy in feeding. 
Grit in a chicken’s gizzard is like 
teeth in a person’s mouth—it helps 
prepare the food for digestion. 
An 
open box of tin* material should be 
kept In every yard. 
An abundance of 
fresh water is also necessary and 
should be kept in sanitary containers.

fruit Not Properly Appreciated, Ac­ 
cording to Experts of tho De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 


According to the Atwater bulletin 
jnn food composition Issued by the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, the dried date is composed as 
follows: Carbohydrates, 70.0 per cent; 
protein, 1.9 per cent; fat, 2.5 per cent; 
(water, 13.8 per cent; ash (mineral 
emits) 1,2 per cent; refuse (fiber), IO 
|>er cent. 
“The 
protein 
and 
fat 
content, 
though small, is in a readily available 
(form, the protein as a builder and the 
fat. as a fuel,” writes Dr. Charles L. 
Bennett. 
“A man who Includes two 
pounds of dates as the bulk of a day’s 
ration will not require much additional 
protein. 
In fact, a pure date dietary 
meets the requirements of many Arabs 
in every-day activities for long periods 
ut a time, without the addition of 
other foods.” 
“The value of the date as a food is 
not half appreciated by the American 
public,” writes another authority, Dr. 
John Harvey Kellogg. 
“The date not 
only furnishes a variety of sugar 
which is readily assimilated and which 
is much more wholesome than cane 
sugar, but it nl o supplies a fine qual­ 
ity of food iron, which Is entirely lack­ 
ing In cane sugar. An ounce of dates, 
in fact, supplies one-third more food 
iron than an ordinary beefsteak and 
iron of much finer quality.”

Dallas Creameries Look 
to Wise County for 
Big Milk Supply 


“Dallas, Texas, February 20th. 
“ Mr. Cliff Cates, secretary, 
Community Chamber of Commerce, 
Decatui\ Texas. 
Dear Mr. Cates: — 
“Congratulations! 
“ You certainly have done fine work 
in getting your association started. 
“I am absolutely sure that Decatur 
and Wise county have a wonder iii) 
future as a dairy community. 
“We are mighty glad to have some 
little part in this development with 
you. 
Enclosed, herewith, you will 
find our check for $100, In accord­ 
ance with our agreement made at 
your recent meeting. 
Very sincerely, 
“LINDSLEY WATERS, 
President, Tennesse Dairies.” 


The check alluded to above was 
duly received and credited to the re­ 
cently organized pure blood Jersey 
bull association, whose origin grew 
directly out of the suggestion and the 
very liberal cash donation of Presi­ 
dent W aters of the Tennessee Dairies 
of Dallas. 
It remains to be said that 
Mr. W. M. Love, county agent, should 
hrve the lion’s share of credit for 
wr iking persistently to bring this 
fine association into action. 
Cream and whole milk production 
in the Decatui vicinity is now at rite 
now etLge for the season but t h i total 
of receipts for last month went well 
above the $3000 m ark cash. 
The 
price for cream is now thirty-eight 
cents. 
From now forward with the 
coming of grass and fresh cows the 
production will 
be 
materially in­ 
creased. 
Following are some excerpts taken 
from a recent issue of the Dallas 
News which devoted a column of 
m atter to the story of Dallas’ present 
and future milk supply: 
“Dallas county’s milk cows are be­ 
hind with their work and Dalla* 
dollars are going forth on motor 
trucks night after night to replenish 
the 
municipal 
milk 
bucket. 
Ten 
years auo, according to milk dealers 
and distributors, Dallas outgrew the 
Dallas county sources of milk supply 
and the territory that furnishes the 
city with its seventeen thousand or 
more gallons of milk daily is widen­ 
ing rapidly. 
Dairy trucks ply be­ 
tween Decatur and Dallas and be­ 
tween Denton and Dallas, the one 
sixty and the other forty-five miles 
distant. 
Plowed ground and the products 
that spring from fertile soil have di­ 
minished Dallas’ close-at-hand supply 
of milk. 
In Tarrant county there is 
a high percentage of grazing land 
and a corresponding proportion of 
milk produced. 
The same conditions 
obtain in Denton and Wise counties, 
from which Dallas is drawing a large 
portion of its present supply of milk 
and in future years in expected to 
draw more. 
“On the present basis the seven­ 
teen thousands gallons of milk that 
is being distributed daily in Dallas 
to households, restaurants, hotels and 
instiutions is bringing into farm cof­ 


fers nearly $35,000 a week and al­ 
most as much is going out in the 
w a y of salaries to workers employed 
by local concerns distributing milk. 
About $70,000 weekly is being paid 
out by Dallas consumers of milk. 
“And still, according to the rec­ 
ommendations of health authorities 
Dallas’ 
milk consumption is only 
about one-half of w hat is ought to 
be. 
Based on the population esti­ 
mates, the milk consumption should 
be 
considerably 
more 
than 
fifty 
thousand gallons on the basis of a 
quart for every person a day. 
Less 
than a pint is being consumed now7, 
it is estimated. 
“A few days ago at a public meet­ 
ing in Dallas reference was made to 
the better type of farm homes in 
Minnesota as compared with Texas, 
and a Texan retorted: 
‘Yes, those 
farmers in Minnesota keep cows to 
produce milk, while we here in Texas 
keep thousands of them for their 
society.’ 
“The point was well taken, produc­ 
tion figures disclose 
for the Texas 
dairy cows produces only about a 
gallon and a quart a day, against 
more than three gallons for cows in 
the states where dairy has become a 
highly developed industry. 
But the 
Texas cow is doing better thru the 
process 
of 
selective 
breeding 
for 
greater production, and farmers who 
make milk their main crop as well 
as those with whom dairying is a 
side line have discovered that they 
may make more money and sell at a 
lower figure by producing more milk 
for each individual in the dairy herd. 
“The price in Dallas paid to farm­ 
ers ranges from twenty-six to twenty- 
eight cents a gallon. 
The price range 
all over the country, with fluctua­ 
tions for v arle us districts, amounts 
almost to the same as the price in 
Dallas. 
For December the United 
States department of agriculture fig­ 
ures show that the price average for 
the country was tv enty-six and nine- 
terth s cents.” 
Certain statements in the foreging 
article should be emphasized. 
These 
are that Dallas city may no longer 
expect to get its milk supply in Dallas 
county as heretofore; 
that Dallas 
expects to draw still larger supplies 
frem Wise and Denton counties; that 
Dallas’ present rate of consumption 
is only about one-half of what it 
ought to he. 
The plain facts are that here is a 
great city cut off from its milk sup­ 
ply. 
Its population is using only half 
of what it should and the city 
growing by leaps and bounds and the 
consumption of milk must grow in 
proportion. 
The potential market as 
growing out of the fifty per cent of 
the population that is not using milk 
but may be induced to do so, and of 
which will surely ensue from future 
growth makes a future market very 
great. 
Very 
fortunate 
indeed 
is Wise 
county, which has Dallas’ eyes turned 
toward her in this early stage of the 
city’s realization of her dependence 
on outside sources. 
There are many 
counties surrounding Dallas that cov­ 
et this rich opportunity, but that 
Dallas’ eyes are centered on Decatur 
is proven by th e letter that heads this 
article which was written and signed 
by the president of Dallas’ foremost 
and biggest milk plant. 
It is to be feared, however, that 
there are many in this community 
who have not properly awakened to 
anirviw . ' 


the bigness of this chance and who 
are not employing their energies as 
they should toward getting behind 
Decatur’s dairy industry and aiding 
to develop it as they should. 
Deca­ 
tu r’s probable income from a farming 
source surely points to dairying and 
poultry as the source 
Several years 
ago Decatur enjoyed an annual re­ 
ceipt of about seven thousand bales 
of cotton at a period when cotton was 
selling for eight and less cent per 
pound. 
At that time Decatur was 
reaping approximately no commercial 
revenue from poultry and dairying 
which were in an undeveloped stage. 
The thing that seems certain now is 
that dairying and poultry will ulti­ 
mately substitute the annual revenue 
from cotton, that dairying and poul­ 
try and certain other allied lines, like 
hog raising, have a sure and positive 
future that cotton farming surely and 
positively does not have. 
Another m atter alluded to in the 
quoted article Was the low production 
of th e average Texas milk cow and 
the possibility of increas!ng that av­ 
erage from a gallon and a quart pro­ 
duction a day to three gallons a dav 
by the introduction of better breeding 
blood. 
In other words 
this state­ 
ment means in dollars and cents that 
if Decatur is deriving an annual rev­ 
enue of appraximately $100,000 from 
the sale of milk ad cream she may 
increase that revenue to $300,000 by 
increasing the quality of the cows. 
This does not call for an increase in 
the number of cow.! hoi does it call 
for ar increase iii the amount of feed 
and expense in keeping them. 
AU it 
calls for is a betterment of the quali­ 
ty of the cows. 
If. however, the 
number of cows of first-clas quality 
were increased, the revenue would be 
chi. much more increased. 
The first st* p macle to increase the 
quality ct tile cows has just been 
made by the organization of the bull 
circle. 
It means a great deal for 
D ecatur’s future dairy industry. 
In connection with this general dis­ 
cussion, it should be understood at 
this producing end of the line that 
the future profitability of the local 
dairy industry is a matter that lies 
for the most part in the hands of the 
farmers themselves. 
The price now 
being paid for Decatur whole milk 
is about on a parity with what is 
being paid throughout the nation as 
per the department of agriculture re­ 
port, and it is said by those who 
have studied the m atter that no im­ 
mediate enhancement of that price 
may be expected. 
In view of this 
fact, what can a farm er do to in­ 
crease his profits? 
First, he may 
improve the quality of his cows any­ 
where from fifty to one hundred per 
cent, it is estimated for this region; 
next, he may grow more of his feed 
at home and stop the expense of 
buying; 
next, he may epter a cow 
testing association and weed out the 
cows that do not now pay a profit. 
Certain other improvements he may 
make in the economical handling of 
the business by introducing skill and 


knowledge in the handling of cows. 
A cow testing association is the 
next enterprise that Decatur needs to 
advance the local dairy enterprise. 
Subsequently, the community may 
erSct a pasturizing plant which will 


have the effect of largely expand 
the market for milk. 
An ice ere 
plant and creamery are also pot 
bilities of the future which wou 
have the effect of improving mar] 
conditions here.
